On touching the coast at all points, there 
were numbers of residenta and natives 
offering curoisities in the shape of mineral, 
vegetable and aci pal products for sale, 
among the lot being parrots, monkeys, and 
snakes, one of the latter being over 15 feet 
in length. Joe would not mind captering 
the parrots or moukeys but none of the
